SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -San Francis­ 
co State College, its administration build­ 
ing battered by a bomb explosion, opens 
for the spring semester today with a 
promise from acting President S. I. Haya- 
kawa that students and faculty will be 
“ protected by whatever means neces­ 
sary.” 
Hayakawa said Sunday’s predawn blast 
was “ characteristic of the neo-fascist 
methods used by some of the radical 
elements around here.” 
The explosion, which could be heard for 
several 
miles, shattered 18 windows 
around the main entrance of the campus 
administration building and injured a 
campus policeman. 
The bombing was the second in four 
days at the college and the latest in a 
series of violent incidents since the Black 
Students Union called a strike Nov. 6 to 
back demands for an autonomous black 
studies program. 
The American Federation of Teach­ 
ers local struck Jan. 6, demanding edu­ 
cational reforms and smaller teaching 
loads. The local represents about 250 of 
the college’s 1,300 faculty members. 


The teachers were asked to submit 
statements of availability for the spring 
semester and to return to work today. 
Hayakawa wouldn’t estimate how many 
of the union teachers he expected to re­ 
turn but said, “ if we do lose faculty, that 
will be the result of their initiative.” 


Hayakawa said Sunday’s bombing was 
not at all a surprise” and that he ex­ 
pected more bombings, interruption of 
classes and other “ shameless behavior” 
when classes resume. 
He said students and teachers would 
be “ protected by whatever means neces­ 
sary.” 


“ You’re 
darn right,” Hayakawa 
replied when a newsman asked if police 
would return today. “ There’ll be no non­ 
sense around here.”

said 
16,000 to 
17,000 
students had registered for the spring 
semester compared to the 18,000 when 
school opened last fall. 
He said the figure “ was higher than 
we had hoped for.”

Tet cease-fire ends 
with massive bombing

SAIGON (UPI) - The United States ended the allied 24-hour Tet cease-fire 
with massive B52 raids near Saigon 20 minutes after the end of the truce 
period. Concussion waves rolled across Saigon where the three million resi- 
dents were celebrating the lunar new year. 
The Viet Cong proclaimed a seven-day Tet cease-fire and the United States 
and South Vietnam agreed only to a 24-hour respite in the war. U.S. spokes­ 
men said the Communists were destroying their own cease-fire with scores 
of violations including a 480-m;in attack against U.S. Marines near Da Nang. 
Eight Americans were killed and 71 wounded during the 24-hour cease-fire 
and 96 Communists killed. 
Two missions by the Strategic Air Command stratoforts over thick jungles 
31 miles from Saigon at 6:20 p.m. (6:20 a.m. EST) meant the bombers were 
airborne from bases in the Pacific or Thailand several hours before the end 
of the cease-fire period. 
Spokesmen said the B52 raids were mounted on the basis of aerial recon­ 
naissance photographs 
or reports from U.S. field commanders during the 
truce period. 
They said the Communists have broken their weeklong truce 170 times 
since it began 7 a m Saturday. They said 128 of the violations came after 
the start of the Allied 24-hour truce 6 p.m. Sunday. 
The spokesmen said 96 guerrillas have been killed in the attacks since 
Sunday night, 30 of the Communists dying on the Marine barbed wire in today’s 
pre-dawn battle. 
The 400 Communists had charged the 9th Marine Regiment post after first 
lobbing in mortars. The Leathernecks lowered their artillery barrels to near­ 
ly point blank range and blew apart the Red Charge. 
The Viet Cong, in a report broadcast from the North Vietnamese capital 
of Hanoi, claimed it was the Allies wlio were violating the cease-fire. But the 
Comm jnists cited only the massive B52 bombing raids against some 40,000 
guerrillas lodged near Saigon — raids that came in the hours before the’ Al­ 
lied cease-fire went into effect Sunday night. 
The Red onslaught during the cease-fire did not pack the punch of the 1968 
Tet cease-fire period when the Communists struck South Vietnam’s cities 
in their largest offensive of the war.

Americans seized by Red China

The school district is headed for a 
collision course with an $800,000 defi­ 
cit, a threat of no teacher pay raises 
for the next fiscal year and a possible 
hike in taxes. 
Representatives of the district staff 
and teachers painted a glum picture of 
the prospects as efforts continued to 
form the 1969-70 fiscal budget. 
Pay proposals by teachers and classi­ 
fied personnel could be ready for sub­ 
mission to the school board at the March 
11 meeting, according to Superintendent 
Glen Wegner. Completion of the final bud­ 
get could be deferred until mid-August. 
The two groups of employes have been 
meeting separately and will confer to­ 
gether before submitting their propos­ 
als. However, Wegner said teacher rep­ 
resentatives have also been meeting with 
district business staffers to coordinate 
their proposal with the reality of the 
financial situation. 
The district must by law erase the 
deficit, and will do so by cutting back 
the educational program and invoking 
permissive override taxes, according to 
Wegner. Lompoc Unified School District 
has a general fund tax rate of $2.62. 
Last year the school board invoked 37 
cents in permissive override taxes, but 
due to reductions in other mandatory 
payments, the total school tax was rais­ 
ed only 19 cents. 
A total of about $1.50 in permissive 
override taxes could be invoked princi­ 
pally in the area of junior high school 
functions. Wegner said the taxes and per- 
missive overrides in other areas have 
always been available, but were not 
touched until last year. 
The district must invoke as many of 
the permissive taxes as necessary to 
combine with program cutbacks for a bal­ 
anced budget, Wegner said. 
As the financial picture now stands, 
the district’s approximate 600 teachers 
w ill get no pay raises except for nor­ 
mal in-step increases. The district has a 
minimum teacher salary of about $6,100, 
an average of about $8,300 and maxi- 
mums of about $11,000 or $12,000. 
Wegner said he was confident that 
legislation now in the m ills would bring 
more money to the district, but he ad­ 
mitted he had nothing to support the opti­ 
mism, except apublic climate that seems 
to indicate more financial support of ed­ 


ucation. The fate of current educational 
aid, however, will not be known for sev­ 
eral months. 


Howard Shaw, chairman of the teach­ 
e rs’ negotiating team, and Jack Lundy, 
chairman of Lompoc Educational Asso­ 
ciation, confirmed the glum financial 
situation, Friday in an interview. 


The two teachers said the district 
would have to invoke as many of the 
permissive override taxes as possible 
and cut back the program just to stay 
even — without any thought of pay raises. 


Lompoc Unified School District has a 
current budget of about $9 million and 
Wegner said the 1969-70 budget would 
be at least as much. 
Last year teachers got pay raises of 
three to five per cent. 


Shaw told this reporter there was no 
money for raises, and the prospect for 
significant cutbacks in the educational 
program were not promising — a situa­ 
tion that makes a variety of override 
taxes probable if not exactly certain at 
this point.

HONG KONG (UPI) — Western diplomats 
today asked Peking for four Americans and 
11 other persons aboard three yachts ha­ 
rassed and then apparently seized by Chi­ 
nese Communist gunboats. 
More than 24 hours after one of the yachts 
radioed “ They are boarding us!” there 
still was only official silence from the 
Chinese Communists on the fate of the 15. 
The yachts fell victim to the gunboats 
Sunday during a weekend cruise from this 
British crown colony to Portuguese Ma­ 
cao, 45 miles down the Chinese coast. 
“ It’s almost a foregone conclusion that 
they are in Red China. But we just cannot 
say definitely until we hear from the other 
side,” a Hong Kong official said. In Ma­ 
cao, boatmen said they saw two of the 
yachts at a tiny Chinese Communist fish­ 
ing village six miles north of there. 
British, French and Swedish diplomats, 
whose governments have diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Peking, pushed Peking for infor­ 
mation. Besides the Americans — a man, 
two women and a 10-year-old girl, the other 
lost yachtsmen included three Swedes, two 
Britons,

American sources said the UnitedStates 
planned to make its push during a sched­ 
uled Thursday meeting between UJS. and 
Chinese Communist representatives in 
Fire station architect 
may be hired tomorrow 


City Council tomorrow night will con­ 
sider a recommendation that an architec­ 
tural firm be hired to design and pre- 
pare specifications for a new *300- 
$350,000 fire station. 
A special committee met Saturday to 
interview representatives of six archi­ 
tectural firm s interested in designing 
the station. The names of three firms con­ 
sidered by the committee to be the most 
outstanding will be presented to the City 
Council 
for consideration 
tomorrow 
night. 
The committee was composed of Coun­ 
cilman Brooks Speight, City Planning 
Director Clint Sherrod, Fire Chief John 
Baker, and City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers. 
The committee action was an outgrowth 
of a previous Council decision to pro­ 
ceed on the fire station project because 
it apparently has general public accep­ 
tance and could be expected to materi­ 
alize without great opposition. 


Whether the fire station phase of the 
city’s municipal construction program 
w ill 
be completely divorced from the 
City Hall phase has not been decided. 
Councilman Speight said there is some 
consideration being given to putting just 
a fire station bond issue on 
a June 
election ballot. 
However, he pointed 
out that no decision has been made re­ 
garding the wording of the ballot ques­ 
tion. It could be that if there is a bond 
election it would ask for sufficient funds 
to construct both the fire station and 
civic center, Speight said 
There has been considerable discus­ 
sion regarding the const ruction of a civic 
center in the general area of Floresta 
City Park and various preliminary de­ 
signs depicting the center in that locale 
have been presented. However, todate 
Council has not acted on the civic center 
matter. It may come up for discussion 
tomorrow night along with the fire sta­ 
tion. 


Warsaw. The United States and Communist 
China have no formal diplomatic relations. 
Three other yachts carrying 10 per­ 
sons were bumped and boarded by gunboat 
crewmen during a Hong Kong yacht club 
outing to Macao. But they were allowed to 
pass when the gunboat crews spotted a pic­ 
ture of Chinese Communist Party leader 
Mao Tse-tung aboard one. 


Diplomats said the three yachts that got 
through may have been allowed to pass be­ 
cause — unlike the three that were stopped 
— they had no Americans aboard. 
Also, the three yachts that did not reach 
Macao stopped overnight on Lantao, one of 
the Hong Kong colony islands. The others 
did not. 


Administration set 


to stem inflation 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nix­ 
on’s chief economic adviser said today 
the 
new 
Administration 
will 
initiate 
a major effort to curb inflation without trig­ 
gering any significant increase in unem­ 
ployment. 
However, Paul W. McCracken, chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of Econo­ 
mic Advisers, cautioned at a congres­ 
sional hearing: “ No one can assure that 
the distortions from three years of econo­ 
mic overheating and price inflation can be 
corrected with no effect on unemploy­ 
ment,” 
McCracken, the leadoff witness before 
the Seriate-House Economic Committee, 
said he anticipates a slowdown in the econo­ 
mic boom in the first half of this year but 
cautioned that inflationary pressures will 
continue. 
The joint committee’s eight Republican 
members joined McCracken in criticizing 
the economic policies of the Johnson Ad­ 
ministration in connection with the infla­ 
tionary situation, 
The eight issued a statement which said: 
“ The previous administration failed to 
take the necessary measures to prevent ra­ 
pid increases in our price levels.”

The sticky, stinking lingers of the Santa 
Barbara oil slick stretched out over the 
weekend and gripped county beach areas 
almost as far north as Point Conception. 
Area residents visiting Gaviota Beach 
yesterday reported having to walk “ ankle 
deep” in oil deposits. Surfers complained 
their boards were painted black by the 
layer of oil blanketing the ocean in the 
area. Fishermen on the pier at Gaviota 
complained their line.--. come up “ slimy 
and black.” However, there were catches 
of perch reported throughout the weekend. 
Ranger William Riddle reported this 
morning that there is definitely an oil 
slick at Gaviota “ and if we have one here 
there is certain to be one at Refugio.” 
Riddle also reported that fishermen and 
surfers had told him of oil deposits being t 
seen almost to Point Conception. 
Riddle said that much of the problem at 
Gaviota stems from the straw being used 
in Santa Barbara to soak up the oil slick. 
He said the oiPsatured straw was wash­ 
ing ashore and creating a real problem. 
The ranger said the problem started late 
Thursday when a strong southeast wind 
began pushing the oil and straw inland along 
the coastline between Refugio and Point 
Conception. He said there were a "few 
dead birds” along the Gaviota stretch but 
that he had not observed any other forms 
of dead sea life. 
Park officials including George Adams, 
county park director, reportedly are meet­ 
ing today in Santa Barbara to discuss 
the problen now being forced upon other 
county beaches. 
Meanwhile, all along the coast from Ven­ 
tura north, crews continue in their efforts 
to clean up the mess created by a fissure 
in the ocean bottom adjacent to Union 
Oil’s Platform A in the Channel Islands 
off Santa Barbara. 
Last week, Union CHI crews apparently 
were successful in plugging most of the 
fissure with a special “ mud” but the seep­ 
age is continuing. 
“ It seems to be diminishing slightly,” 
said a spokesman for Union Oil Co., oper­ 
ator of the drilling rig 
miles off the 
coast. 
A spokesman for the Federal Water and 
Air Pollution Control Administration said 
it was difficult to get an exact measure­ 
ment of the flow but "it looks like it’s 
decreasing.” 
The Coast Guard said an aerial survey 
Sunday showed a heavy slick up to 200- 
yards wide extending eight miles north 
and south of the north platform. Another 
concentration of oil had accumulated about 
two miles off this resort community in 
kelp beds. 
Only scattered blobs of the acrid oil 
were still floating ashore 
where men 
continued to spread straw along 35 miles 
of beaches and harbors to soak up the 
gummy me.as. 
More than 230,000 gallons of oil boiled 
to the surface of the Pacific andwaspust^ 
ed ashore by the winds for 12 days until 
the original lead was sealed Feb. 7.

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$1 billion price tag estimated to 
turn channel into marine sanctuary 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - It 
would cost the government $1 
billion or more to turn the oil- 
fouled Santa Barbara Channel 
off California into a public 
marine sanctuary, according to 
unofficial Interior Department 
estimates. 
And 
that 
staggering 
cost 
would 
appear 
to 
make 
it 
impossible to turn the clock 
back —even if time could heal 
the ravages caused by the oil 
leakage from an offshore well. 
The 
$1 
billion 
or 
more 
actually would be only a part of 
the cost of halting all drilling. 
The sum represents only what 
the government would lose by 
paying the oil companies for 
canceling drilling leases grant­ 
ed by the Interior Department, 
and in the loss of royalties on 
the oil. 
Department legal 
officials, 
reluctant to discuss the possibi­ 
lity 
in 
detail, note the oil 
companies drilling in the Santa 
B a r b a r a Channel paid a 
“ bonus” of $603 million for the 
privilege in addition to regular 
lease payments and an agree­ 
ment to give the government $1 
for every 6 received for oil 
pumped out of the ocean floor. 
Government lawyers say the 
leases are “ property rights” 
and 
if 
the government now 
were to take them away it 
would have to pay the “ fair 
market value” for them. 
The fair market value, they 
say, 
could reflect the $603 
million bonus payments, possi­ 
bly up to $200 million invested 
by the companies in develop­ 
ment, loss of revenues from 
about two 
dozen 
productive 
wells 
already 
drilled, 
and 
interest 
on 
the companies’ 
investments. 
The 
government’s losses 
would also include an undeter­ 
mined 
amount 
in 
royalties 
expected 
to accrue 
in 
the 
future. 
In announcing approval of the 
leases, in 1967, former Interior 
Secretary Stewart 
L. 
Udall 
emphasized the potential finan­ 
cial gains to the government 
from the wells. The former 
secretary today apparently re­ 
grets the decision but has said 
he accepts "full responsibility” 
for 
it. 
He said department 
experts had not objected at the 
time in light of experience with 
offshore drilling in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
But there was no hint in an 
order from President Nixon to 
Interior Secretary Walter J. 
Hickel to make a “ full-scale 
review” of drilling regulations 
that such a study might lead to 
a 
permanent 
suspension 
of 
drilling in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. 
Those urging a permanent 
marine sanctuary be created in 
the area include the influential 
Sierra 
Club, 
a 
nationwide 
conservation organization bas­ 
ed in San Francisco, and Rep. 
Charles M. Teague, R-Caiif., 
whose 
congressional district 
include^ Santa Barbara. 
Teague, who said he was 
working on legislation calling 
for permanent suspension of all 
offshore drilling in the area 
except in a national emergency, 
questioned the $1 billion esti­ 
mate as the cost of getting out. 
He said there was reason to 
believe that there was less oil in 
the offshore lands than the oil 
companies had expected.

He indicated then the treat, 
ment in captivity was “ rough” 
and a “ terrible ordeal,” but 
then added, “ the Korean people 
have a lot to show-both North 
and South. Many of us have 
good impressions of some North 
Koreans.”

The issue 
involves a dispute between the 
automotive industry and the oil 
companies. 


Motor vehicle manufacturers 
contend that gasolines can be 
made that will burn cleaner and 
release fewer pollutants into 
atmosphere than present prod­ 
ucts. Eut oil companies are cool 
to suggestions the formulas for 
making gasoline should 
be 
changed. 


Air pollution experts are ex­ 
pected to testify in addition to 
industry representatives. 


The same day two Senate 
committees will hold a joint 
hearing into pollution caused by 
a giant oil slick formed when 
a Union Oil Co. well in the San­ 
ta Barbara Channel blew out.

Atty. Jim Garrison wanted to 
rest his case against Shaw,

Shaw, 55, retired managing 
director of the International 
Trade Mart here, is accused of 
conspiring with Lee Harvey 
Oswald and David W. Ferrie in

264-0. 
The 
Red 
R aiders climaxed the season 
with 
a 
21-0 
victory 
over 


previously-unbeaten Brown on 
Thanksgiving 
Day 
and were 
expecting to get the Rose Bowl 
bid. 
But Pittsburgh got the nod 
instead and was trounced by 
Southern California 35-0. 
The snub prompted K err’s 
famous line about being uninvit­ 
ed and the 1932 team probably 
is 
rem em bered 
more 
now 
because of the snub than they 
would 
be 
if they had been 
Invited. 
In 1954, K err laughed, “ that 
rem ark will outlive m e.” 
A native of Cheyenne, Wyom­ 
ing, K err was a mathematics 
teacher 
who didn’t begin his 
coaching career until after he 
was 30 at the University of 
Pittsburgh in 1914 as a disciple 
of 
the 
lengendary Glenn S. 
(Pop) W arner. 
He rem ained at Pittsburgh 
until 
1921 when Warner was 


offered 
a 
coaching 
post at 
Stanford University but still had 
two years left on his Pittsburgh 
contract. Warner sent Kerr to 
Stanford to install his double 
wing system and Warner then 
took over in 1924 and coached 
the 
Indians—led 
by 
Ernie 
Nevers—to 
the 
Rose 
Bowl. 
Notre Dame, paced by the Four 
Horsemen, 
made 
their only 
Rose 
Bowl 
appearance 
that 
year and best Stanford 72-10. 


Kerr then went to Washington 
and Jefferson in 1926 for three 
years as head coach of football 
and basketball before going to 
Colgate in 1929. 
K err stayed at Colgate until 
1946 
when 
he 
reaced 
the 
mandatory retirem ent age of 68. 
He didn’t feel he was ready to 
retire. “ I feel as if they made a 
mistake of 10 years in my birth 
certificate,” he said.

Twenty-two 
prominent 
na- 
tional business and industrial 
corporations will be represent­ 
ed by top-level executives at the 
3rd annual Business Seminar at 
California 
State 
Polytechnic 
College 
next 
Thursday 
and 
Friday (Feb. 20-21). 
The seminar, which will be 
divided into three interests — 
Management, Industrial Rela- 
tions 
and 
Marketing — is de­ 
scribed as “ the greatest col­ 
lection of executive talent ever 
assembled on this campus” by 
William M. Boyce, ofCal Poly’s 
Business 
Administration De­ 
partment faculty. 
The 
three 
student groups 
sponsoring and wholly coordi­ 
nating the seminar are the So 
ciety for the Advancement of 
Management, Industrial Tech­ 
nology Club, and Farm Manage­ 
ment Club. 
According to Boyce, who is 
faculty advisor for the two-day 
conference 
the 
purpose 
of 
the seminar is to reduce the is- 
olation factor that confronts Cal 
Poly students interested in bus­ 
iness and corporate manage­ 
ment. 
“ Since Cal Poly is geogro 
phically remote from large bus­ 
iness 
complexes,” 
he said, 
“ our students need exposure 
with practical and successful 
executives to stimulate their 
careers in private enterprise.” 
The two-day seminar will be 
divided into three simultaneous 
seminar sessions, each with 
conferences in management, 
industrial relations, and mar­ 
keting. Visiting executives will 
set in three panels for discus­ 
sions with Cal Poly students and 
faculty. 
Conference 
topics 
for the 
first session, which is sched­ 
uled for 1:30-3:30 p.m., Feb. 
20 will include “ Modern Man­ 
agement Techniques,” “ Work­ 
er Motivation,” and “ Sales Pro­ 
motion.” 
During the second session, 
slated from 9:30 - 11:30 ¿urn., 
Feb. 21 “ Executive Develop­ 
ment,” “ Labor Relations,” and 
“ Market Research” will be dis­ 
cussed. The third session, plan­ 
ned for 1:30 - 3:30 p.m., that 
afternoon, will deal with “ Busi­ 
ness Ethics,” “ The Role of the 
Corporation in Society,” and 
“ Public Relations.” 
“ Considering the subjects of 
the conferences and the caliber 
of the executives, we are ex­ 
pecting a good student and facul­ 
ty turnout for all three ses­ 
sions,” Boyce said. 
Participating 
corporations 
are paying the panel executives’ 
expenses, Boyce explains, but 
the three Cal Poly sponsoring 
students groups are extending 
the utmost cordiality to the vis­ 
itors. 
“ They will have constant stiw 
dent escorts who will guide them 
around campus and downtown 
San Luis Obispo and answer 
questions 
they 
may have,” 
Boyce said. 
Space limitations in facili­ 
ties scheduled for the seminar 
make it necessary to limit at­ 
tendance to students and facul­ 
ty of the college, the advisor 
added.

S L A V ER : This 
coin was issued in 1853 only, 
as was a half-dollar of the

Congress 
ad­ 
justed the weight of silver 
coinage in 1853, which re­ 
duced its export profit point, 
and these pieces are marked 
with arrows to indicate that 
reduction. In 1854 the arrows 
were retained but the rays 
were removed. 
Over 16.5 million of this 
date were minted but only 
one 
million-plus 
with 
the 
mint letter O. Values run 
from $5 in good condition to 
$200 uncirculated 
It is an 
exceptionally nice coin 
to 
own and a must for those 
collecting U.S. coins accord­ 
ing to type rather than in 
chronological series

ABC-TV cancelled its contro­ 
versial new series, ‘Turn-On,’ 
it pointed up the paradox and 
problem of the network, smal­ 
lest 
of 
the 
three 
major 
broadcasting organizations. 
The situation is that, as the 
underdog 
network, 
ABC-TV 
tries 
to 
break 
down 
the 
programming patterns of its 
two larger competitors, CES- 
Г\ and NBC-TV, because 
it 
cannot compete with them on 
their own terms. 


In 
order 
to achieve 
this 
breakdown, ABC-TV frequently 
takes a gamble with longshot 
programming-hoping a way-out 
show can turn into a very hot 
fad that shakes thing up, and 
draws attention, and money, to 
the network. 
“ Batman,” though short-lived 
was a successful gamble. So 
was “ Shindig,” a youth-oriented 
music show. 


What we have here, upon 
examination, 
is the paradox 
that 
arises 
from ABC-TV’s 
underdog problem. And this is 
the fact that the network, in 
trying to chop down C^S-TV 
and NBC-TV, is going '.bainst 
the grain of the programming 
pattern 
that has 
made 
its 
competitors 
rich, 
and is a 
proven success. 


This pattern, basically, is that 
you do as little as possible to 
disturb the comforting nature of 
most regular series for view­ 
ers — and save your excitement 
and shake-it-up programming 
for specials. NBC-TV may have 
“ Laugh-In,” and CBS-TV may 
have the Smothers Brothers but 
otherwise, they essentially fol­ 
low the success pattern. 


But, you may ask, in regard 
to ABC-TV's “ Turn-On” : what 
about NBC - TV’s “ Laugh-ln” 
and CBS-TV’s Smothers Broth­ 
ers? 
The difference is that both 
NBC-TV and CBS-TV, in addi­ 
tion 
to 
being 
bigger 
and 
therefore more confident, have 
had considerable more exper­ 
ience in handling this kind of 
controversial 
prograaming, 
and 
dealing with reaction. 


NBC-TV, for instance, had 
Jack Paar and “ That Was the 
Week 
That 
Was.” 
As 
for 
“ Laugh-In,” there is nothing 
like a No. 1 rating to soften 
worries. CBS-TV, meanwhile, 
has learned anew all it cares to 
know about controversy from 
the Smothers Brothers show.

The nations of the world will spend more than $200 billion 
on armaments and other military needs in 1969. 
They have already spent more than $4 trillion on wars and 
preparation for wars so far in this century. 


If the present rate of increased spending continues, that fig­ 
ure will be doubled within 10 years. Even if the present rate 
remains steady, more than $10 trillion will have been spent 
in homage to Mars by the end of the century. 


The figures are from the third annual survey of world mili­ 
tary expenditures by the U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. A few others: 


—Since 1964, the world’s Gross National Product has risen 
9 per cent per capita; the world’s military budget, 16 per cent. 
—More than 20 million men and women are in active duty 
forces; another 30 million are directly or indirectly engaged 
in productive activities resulting from military expenditures. 
—The average annual expenditure per soldier, worldwide, 
is ¡>/,800; for the estimated one billion school-age children in 
the world, the expenditure averages $100 a year. Half the gov­ 
ernments of the world, including the United States, spend more 
on defense than on education. 
This is only a sampling from the report. The statistics go 
on. And on. And on. 


Undignified position 


The unseemly internal squabble now stirring in the presti­ 
gious Sierra Club’s membership over a minority’s insistence 
on its reconsideration of overwhelming approval of Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company’s plans to erect a much needed 
atomic power plant in Diablo Canyon on the San Luis Obispo 
coast becomes even more ridiculous with publication of a photo­ 
sketch showing the proposed plant as it will appear on the chos­ 
en site. 
The twin - domed structure will never become an American 
Parthenon, to be sure, but it is a clean-lined, well designed

Not only did the 
Sierra Club board approve the site, after working with PG&E 
in selecting a location preferable to the original choice at Ni- 
pomo Dunes near Santa Maria, but the full membership added 
an unprecedented affirmation. 
It is unfortunate for the Club that dissident conservationists 
have forced it into the undignified position of questioning its 
own given word. 


Have a heart 


It’s Heart Month again. 
This is the 20th Heart Fund campaign, 
which will continue through February 
and reach its climax on Heart Sunday, 
Feb. 23, when volunteers of Lompoc 
along with more than a million others 
throughout the nation will call on their 
neighbors to distribute heart - saving 
literature and to receive donations.

American 
Heart 
Association 
reports 
that

of 18.4 per cent

death rate for persons 
under 65 since 1950, 
when 
massive 
re­ 
search 
programs 
were 
initiated 
with 
both voluntary 
and 
tax dollars. 
Put another way, about 49,000 more 
lives are being prolonged yearly than 
would have been the case had the 1950 
death rate continued. 
Among the long 
list of advances 
achieved in the past 20 years are: 
Drugs for controlling high blood pres­ 
sure. Heart - lung machines to take 
over the circulation during heart sur­ 
gery. Artificial heart valves and syn­ 
thetic 
artery 
grafts. Artificial pace­ 
makers to maintain regular heart rhy­ 
thm. Successful kidney transplants be­ 
tween identical twins and the develop­ 
ment of the artificial kidney. Coronary 
care units, which monitor heart patients 
and have improved the survival rate by 
30 per cent. Vastly improved diagnostic 
techniques. 
Much remains to be done, however. 


More than 25 million Americans are af­ 
flicted with some form of cardiovascu­ 
lar illness, a total that surpasses any 
other complex of diseases. 


Don Oakley of Newspaper Enterprise 
Association has this comment: 
In session little more than a month, 
the 9lst Congress already disposed of 
two major items of business:

the circumstances. 


Now, several years later, the statis­ 
tics indicate that these questionable, 
precedent-setting government actions 
may have been quite unnecessary. 
The pressure of foreign competition in 
steel and other areas has held metal price 
increases down much more effectively 
than any government fiat. 
It has already been noted that metals 
and metal products have risen but 12 
per cent in a decade in which prices 
over-all have increased by 25 per cent. 
This suggests that the U.S. government, 
if it wishes to effectively control infla­ 
tion in commodities or manufactured 
products that can be shipped from one 
country to another, has an effective con­ 
trol mechanism in the competition result­ 
ing from low trade barriers in the Unit­ 
ed States and abroad. 
But 
international 
competition gen­ 
erally provides little or no dampening 
effect on the inflation in most service 
industries — whether television repair, 
medical care, 
education, home con­ 
struction and maintenance or legal fees. 
In some of these areas, because of 
monopolies or shortages in manpower, 
relatively little domestic competition 
exists. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Hickel watching 


WASHINGTON — When Alaska’s Gov. 
Walter J. Hickel was in trouble over his 
confirmation to be secretary of interi­ 
or, certain Democrats passed along 
some private Machiavellian 
advice. 
Don’t block his confirmation, they said, 
let him be confirmed and it won’t be 
long before he’ll be the No. 1 target for 
attack. 
Hardly two weeks after being sworn 
in, Hickel finds himself in the middle of a 
raging 
controversy. 
The 
massive 
mess 
from Union Oil Com­ 
pany’s exploding off­ 
shore well polluted 40 
miles of California’s 
most beautiful beach­ 
es. At the start of Hi- 
f 


ckel’s stewardship ov­ 
er America’s natural 
resources it put him 
in the crossfire between the oil men and 
the conservationists. 
The controversy is not of his making. 
The man who preceded him in interior, 
Stewart Udall, announced in a boastful 
press release just a year ago that oil 
companies had bid $603,000,000 for the 
right to exploit 
federally - owned off­ 
shore oil sites. He called this “ a most 
gratifying response to President John­ 
son’s appeal” for investment in the dol­ 
lar area in a period of concern over the 
balance of payments. He praised the pe­ 
troleum industry for being willing to 
invest not only its dollars but “ its great 
talent in developing our domestic re­ 
source base.” In view of the protest of 
conservationists over the risks involv­ 
ed what 
Udall 
said then has today a 
strange ring: 
“ Successful development 
of these 
leases (eight tracts drawing high bids) 
in the relatively protected Santa Bar­ 
bara channel would represent technolo­ 
gical achievement that can be perfected 
and adapted to less favorable conditions. 
This is the kind of pioneering that will 
help us to a better understanding and 
ultimate mastery of the vast area of our 
continental shelf and its suspected but 
as yet unmapped resources.” 
The tragic business with the despoil­ 
ing of some of the most beautiful shore­ 
line in America is easily oversimpli­ 
fied as no more than the familiar quar­ 
rel between conservationists and ex­ 
ploiters. In fact, it reaches into all 
aspects of the protected, privileged po­ 
sition the oil producers enjoy, and not 
the least Hickel’s own deep involvement 
with both Union and Marathon Oil Com­ 
panies in the recent past. 
It was brought out in the confirmation 
hearings that he had 32,316 shares of 
Alaska Interstate, a company whose sub­ 
sidiary 
enjoyed a large investment 
from Union and Marathon and has a 
contractual 
relationship with those two 
companies for natural gas from Alas­ 
kan fields, acquired for $140,000. During 
his two years as governor, when stock­ 
holders were getting a 64 per cent re­ 
turn on their money, the value of Flick­ 
ers holding went to more than $800,000 
which is what he will get when, as he 
agreed, he divests himself of his Alaska 
Interstate. 
As in the instance of David Packard 
to be deputy secretary of defense, with 
his holding of more than $300,000,000 of 
Hewlett - Packard stock, the issue is 
not one of integrity and honesty and cer­ 
tainly not ability. It is whether Hickel, 
an oil and gas man with an instant for­ 
tune, can convince the public of his de­ 
termination to police the oil industry. 
The issue is acute in Alaska where oil 
and mineral interests have their eyes on 
buried treasure far more fabulous than 
hitherto suspected. 
With 98 per cent of Alaska’s domain 
federally owned, this put the ball right 
in Hickel’s court. And a lot of people 
will be watching to see what he does with 
it, just as they watched the Santa Bar­ 
bara explosion where, after a short de­ 
lay, he ordered an end of all drilling 
in the channel. 
In the empire of oil conservation is a 
word with many uses. In part, the justi­ 
fication for the oil producers’ special 
27 per cent resources and insure that 
oil reserves are not subject to seepage 
and loss. The exploiters argue that with­ 
out a whole range of special favors the 
nation would not be secure in a continu­ 
ing supply of oil for civilian and mili­ 
tary purposes. 


This same argument is used to keep 
out oil from Latin - America and the 
Middle East that could be brought into 
this country for perhaps half the price 
of domestic petroleum. As the authentic 
conservationists argue, the surest way 
to conserve America’s heritage of oil 
is to keep it in the ground under watch­ 
ful controls. Behind the screen of their 
special favors out of government and 
their almost - unlimited resources, the 
oil industry at the top level of refining 
and distribution is an monopolistic as 
any in the country. 
As for conservation in the limited 


sense, such last remnants of a once- 
magnificent continent untouched by man 
as the Kenai moose range in Alaska 
are at stake. While Udall on the whole 
gets good marks from the conserva­ 
tionists, he eliminated 10,000 acres 
from the refuge and was constantly 
pressured to release more to the ex­ 
ploiters. The pressures are converging 
on Hickel, and Hickel - watching promis­ 
es to be a national pasttime for those 
who fear that the last of the America 
that once was is about to disappear.

Placing responsibility 


By the time the oil is off the water, 
the responsibility for the big spill may 
be an “ unwelcome’’ mat laid at some po­ 
litician’s doorstep. 
As the testimony and evidence begin to 
pile up, it appears more and more likely 
that the door will belong to former Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Stewart Udall and 
the Johnson Administration. 
In a recent pub­ 
lic display of hones­ 
ty and courage, Udall 
voluntarily 
accepted 
responsibility for the 
Channel Island mess 
because the drilling 
leases were signed 
during his term of of­ 
fice. There is a re­ 
quirement that some­ 
one, some branch or 
some department ac­ 
cept responsibility for the tragic happen­ 
ing. While one can admire such fine 
qualities as courage and honesty in a 
former public servant, it appears that 
Mr. Udall is making a matter of public 
record a responsibility that rightfully be­ 
longed to him and his department. 
Walter Hickel, Nixon’s Secretary of the 
Interior, said in Santa Barbara during 
his visit there at the height of the trage­ 
dy, that the lease contracts had been 
drawn-up using specifications that had not 
been changed in almost 15 years. 
What Hickel was saying, of course, is 
that 
the 
Federal government, under 
Udall’s supervision, allowed Union and 
other companies to drill for oil in a 
doubtful location without the requirement 
for stringent safeguards for both men and 
property. 
Hindsight must be a marvelous thing, 
so many people are so heavily endowed 
with it, but the obvious conclusion is that 
the need for such hindsight would have

been considerably reduced had more 
foresight been employed. 
Even laymen whose closest contact 
with oil drilling comes from the gas 
pump, ponder pertinent questions such as: 
Couldn’t the whole problem have been 
avoided or at least dramatically reduced 
in scoi>e had the lease required that cor­ 
al booms be strapped beneath the drill­ 
ing platform? Had booms been available 
when the oil spill first erupted, it seems 
reasonable that it could have been gen­ 
erally 
contained while pumpers were 
used to haul it awav. 


-Shouldn’t the lease have required 
certain minimums for the amount of mud 
that would have to be stored within 
close proximity to such drilling opera­ 
tions. 
-Shouldn’t the lease have required that 
drill casings be used to depths which 
would offer substantial insurance against 
such accidents? 
It is likely that had such require­ 
ments and restrictions been written into 
the government bids that many or all of 
the companies would not have bid the 
parcels feeling that the expense was too 
great in comparison with the profit po­ 
tential Had that happened, Channel Is­ 
land drilling might have been postponed 
until a time when the state of the art 
could insure adequate protection. 


An astute observer of the problem of 
fered the opinion that castastrophes of 
the nature of the Santa Barbara oil 
slick were the type that could topple 
entire Administrations. There is, of 
course, a new Administration handling 
the problem which apparently rightful­ 
ly belongs to the past Administration — 
a fact which may count for little unless 
the voters are happy with the progress 
on this score when they next visit the 
polls
